He  said  he  had  decid- 
ed to  leave  home  due  to  marital 
: trouble,  so  he  parked  his  car  at

Fearing  he  would  be 
asked  for  his  draft  card,  he  told 
Army  officials  he  was  only  18  in- 
stead of  21. 

Goes  to  Michigan 
When  recruiting  officials  insist- 
ed on  written  consent  of  his  par- 
ents, he  left  Akron  and  hitch- 
hiked to  Michigan,  where  he 
worked  in  a plant  in  St.  Johns 
distilling  peppermint.  He  said  he 
worked  there  about  three  weeks 
before  hitchhiking  to  Ravenna,  O., 
where  he  worked  on  a celery  farm 
and  then  on  a dairy  farm.  He  said 
he  remained  at  the  dairy  about  26 
months.  * 

Just  after  arriving  In  Ravenna 
in  1942,  he  said,  he  registered  for 
the  draft,  giving  his  age  as  18. 
When  his  number  came  up,  he 
won  a deferment  because  of  his 
agricultural  employment,  but  in 
January,  1945,  he  said*  he  waived 
the  deferment  and  Jvolunteered, 
being  inducted  at  Camp  Atter- 
bury,  Ind.,  and  being  sent  to  Camp 
Wolters,  Tex.,  for  basic  training. 

Broke  His  Leg 

It  was  there,  he  said,  that  he  en- 
listed in  the  paratroops.  He  quali- 
fied as  a paratrooper,  but  on  June 
25,  while  in  training  in  the  Ala- 
bama area  of -Fort  Benning,  he 
broke  his  leg  on  the  seventh  jump 
and  was  hospitalized  until  Sep- 
tember.

up  in  a >large"  measure  of  photo- 
graphers, who  were  tops  in  the 
business  during  civilian  life  and 
who  entered  the  army  specifically 
to  join  the*  167th,  landed  at  Omaha 
Beach,  Normandy,  in  August  of 
1944,  and'  joined  the  12th  Army 
Group  in  September  at  Versailles, 
France. 

UNDER  BRADLEY 
Units  of  the  highly-touted  photo 
company  were  dispatched  to  the 
fighting  fronts  of  the  First,  Third 
and  Ninth  Armies;  all  of  them 
operating , under  the  12th  Army 
Group  of  General  Omar  Bradley. 

The  photographers  covered  with 
movie  and  still  cameras  the  inch- 
by-inch  fighting  through  the  Sieg- 
fried Lane,  the  bitter  winter 
struggle  in  the  Ardennes,  the  ter- 
rible conditions  of  the  Hurtgen 
Forest,  the  smashing  assault  in  the 
Roer  Valley,  and  then  the  final 
dash  across  the  Rhine  and  the 
spearheads  that  raced  through  to 
the  heart,  of  Germany.  *'■ 

NAZI  BIGWIGS 
At  the  war’s  end  the  167th  pho- 
tographers had  pictured  the  meet- 
ing wtih  the  Russians,  the,  entry 
of  Patton’s  armored  spearheads 
into  Czechoslovakia,  .and  the  cap- 
ture of  Nazi  bigwigs. 

After  the  fighting  was  ov6r,  the 
167th  was  handed'  a distasteful 
but  highly  important  documentary 
assignment  Its  photographers  rre 
. assigned  the  task. of  recording  for 
posterity,  the  horrors  of  the  Nazi 
' concentration  and  death  canips  of 
1 Beuchenwald  and  others, 

1 Innumerable  pictures  taken  ^by 
167th  men  were  published  in 
newspapers  and  magazines,  while 
; 167th-recorded  newsreels  were  dis- 
; played  all  over  the  nation. 
DOCUMENTARY  FILMS 
The  recent,  documentary  films, 

: “Why  We  Are  In  Germany,”  and 
“German  AtroicitLes- . Unexpurg- 
ated,” plus  the  famous  “The  True 
: Glory,  released  by  Columbia  Pic- 
; tures  for  the  War  Department,  all 
contain  long  sequences  of  film  shot 
by  the  167th. 

The  company  received  many 
awards  for  heroism  and  meri- 
torious service.  A number  of  men 
were  wounded,,  some  seriously, 
though  there  were  no  fatalities, 
17  Purple  Hearts,  17  Bronze  Stars, 
a Silver  Star,  ahd  a Legion  of 
Merit  were  bestowed  upon  167th 
men.  Two  men  were  given  dii%ct 
commissions  on  the  field  of  battle, 
one  of  them,  S-Sgt.  LaVeme 
Woods,  by  Gen.  Bradley  himself. 

The  167th  returned  to  this  coun- 
try and  Fort  Benning  in  July,  and 
was-  set  for  redeployment  train- 
ing and  future  duty  jn  the  Pa- 
cific when  Japan’s  capitulation 
cancelled  that  program.  At  Fort

' In  this  predicament  we  tend  to  turn  either  to 
compromise  or  force.  We  think  we  must  each 
give-  up  something  we  want  and  give  other  s- 
tons  more  of  what  flj*  want  Or  « tta* we 
must  give  up.  trying  and  mow  the  other  nations 
down  with  atom  bombs. 


Allies 
For  Peace 


At  the  end  of  his  speech,  however,'  President 
Truman  points  to  still  another  way.  He  speaks 
of  pursuing  our  course  “with  all  the  wisdom, 
patience  and  determination  that  the  God  of  peace 
can.  btestow  upon  a' people  who  are  trying  to 
followi'in  His  path.” 

Wb!at  God  wants,  in  other  words,  may  be 
quite  different  from  what  we  want  and ‘from 
what  other  nations  want.  We  are  not  right  be- 
cause we  are  American,  or  British,  or  French,  or 
Chinese  or  Russian.  We  can  only  be  right  when 
we  DO; right.  We  usually  know  the  difference 
between  right  and  wrong.  The  trouble  is  that 
we- don’t  do  the  difference. 

Can  we  find  this  right  path?  tMen  can,  when 
they  let  God  speak  to  them  in  their  hearts.  And 
nations:  are  made  up  of  men.  “Trying  to  follow 
in  His  path”  thus  becomes  far  more  than  a figure 
of  speech.  It  become  a distinct  possibility.  It  is 
something  which  can  happen.  Alliance  with  the 
. God  of  (destiny  can  give  us  all  a common  objec- 
tive and  make  us  - allies  for  peace,-  just  as  our 
common  peril  di.d_in  war.

The  team  goes  back 
into  a huddle,  and  that’s  where  the  fun  begins. 

.-  Joe  Blow,  from  TIS>  ahd  Harry  Gelser,  of 
First  Army,  announce,  “Give  it  to  number  44  and 
let  him  take  it  around  left  end.”’

Will  there  be  another  war?  Will 
there  always  be  wars  as  one  of  our 
best-known  generals  has  assured 
the  rising  generation?  Those  who 
think  so  claim  history  and  human 
nature  as  their  chief  arguments. 

Does  the  . nature  of  man 
make  war  unavoidable?  .Un- 
doubtedly it  is  true  that  the 
Bible  traces  human  conflict  to 
man’s  sinful  nature.  “From 
whence  came  wars  and  fight-  j 
ings  among  you?  Come  they 
not  hence  of-  your  own  lusts 
that  war  id  your  members?”  . 
Today,  however,  this  sin  in 
man  does  not  prevents  large 
measure  of  peace  and  order 
in  the  world  at  the  lower  lev- 
els! of  our  social  structure. 

Our  communities,  cities,  and 
states  manage  to  maintain 
peace.  Anti-social  occurences 
are  kept  infrequent  through 
education,  religion  and  law.’  ' 
The  question  therefore  per- 
sists: why  should  man’s  sin- 
fulness be  so  much  more  pow- 
erful at  the  level  of  our  in- 
ternational relations  than  at 
these  levels?

Why  can  our  _ 
non-Christian  friends  of  the  Orient 
point  out  that  Christendom  which 
formally  decries  violence  has  re- 
peatedly indulged  in  war?  Surely  j 
this  is  a serious  blot  on  our  rec- 
ord even  though  we  hold  it  to  be 
due  to  the  failure  of  men  Tather 
than:  of  Christianity. 

A radio  speaker  said  recent- 
ly that  war  is  the  result  not 
of  human  nature  but  of  the 
anarchy  of  our  international 
relationships.  Rather.I  would 
put  it,  war  arises  out  of  the  s 
international  anarchy  result- 
ing from  human  selfishness, 
pride,  greed  and  studupity. 
There  is  no  reason,  per  se,  to 
prevent  man  from  working  out 
this  problem  as  he  has  those 
at  the  lower  levels  of  society. 

That  he  will  do  so,  no  one  can 
say.  With  new  methods  of  : 
destruction  at  hand,  it  is  later 
than  we  think.  Even  H.  G. 
Wells  grows  discouraged. 
There  seems  all  too  little 
awareness  of  the  crisis  facing 
mankind.  If  war  is  the  ex- 
tension of  politics  then  the  na- 
tions are  acting  today  in  a way 
that  makes  for  war  tomorrow. 
Only  a change  , in  the  thinking 
and  [actions  of  humanity  can  pre- 
vent another  war.  In  place  of  in- 
ternational anarchy,  we  need  gov- 
ernment— world  government.  ‘One 
world  or ‘none’  is  more  than  a 
catch  phrase.  What  the  world 
needs  is  an  application  of  Christian 
principles  to  the  world’s  problem,  j 
' Here  is  the  catch:  can  we  have  the  ! 
fruit  without  the  tree?  Ultimately 
our  hope  is  Christ.  If  He  be  not
